(hese Are the Alternatives Which 


Will Be Presented to the Terminal 
Association if the Amendments Are 


Adopted. 


‘HEY WOULD CONFER BIG 
BENEFITS ON THE CITY 


Councilman Gibson Recommends That 
the Precedent Set in Northern Se- 
ourities Case Could Be Followed if 
Action Becomes Necessary. 


Five of the six members of the jolnt com- 
mittee of the House of Delegates and the 
Council on the bridge arbitrary concurred 
fin the committée’s report presented Tues- 
@ay night recommending seven amend- 
yments to the Terminal Railroad Associa- 


tion's franchise-grabbing bills. 

These amendments fix a maximum bridge 
toll and switching charge, provide for a 
through bill of lading for all St. Louls 
Yreight. require the publication of river 
‘transfer rates, reserve the right to all 
‘factories and other industries to make 
proper switching connections with the 
Terminal track when authorized by ofr- 
@inance and require the Terminal Associa- 
tion and all the 14 railroads to file written 
‘acceptances of the ordinances thus amend- 
‘ed, the acceptances of the railroads to 
oover only puch sections as apply to 
jthem, this having particular reference to 
‘the through bill of lading amendment. 

These amendments were prepared by the 
committee with the co-operation of the 
St. Leuis Manufacturers Association, and 
are known as the Manufacturers’ Asso- 
clation amendments. 

Councilmen Charles E. Gibson and Heine 
Marks and Delegates W. A. Block, Grif- 
fin and O’Brien were the members of the 
joint committee who recommended the 
amendments. 

Councilman H. G.. Rolfes filed a minority 
report signed by himself only, urging that 
the terminal grab .bills be pussed at once 
with a proper compensation clause at- 
tached to each. 

Mach member of the committee filed a 
tte report, but the differences among 
sCounctimen Gibson and Marke and Dele- 
‘gates. Block, © Griffin and O'Brien were 
alight, all agreeing on the amendments. 

The committee’s report was referred to 
the railroad committee in each house. It 
was read in the Council, although covering 
) typewritten peges. In the House of 
Delegates it was roferred without reading, 
the delegates protesting that it was too 
long for a hot night. 


Amendments Are in 
Hands of Committees. 


The railroad committee of the Council 
will consider the proposed amendments in 
connection with the terminal's subway Dill. 
which was returned to it at the last meet- 


In the House the railroad committee now 
has the elevated loop bill in hand and will 
consider the amendments in connection 
with this and also probably with the two 
other billa as they come to it. 

No further action on the terminal bills 
ia expected in either house until the rail-~- 
road committee reports. The House has 
not yet acted on any of the bilis and the 
Cound! has passed only one—the elevated 

bill. 

The committee's report is the result of a 
thorough investigation of the bridge arbit- 
trary and switching charges of the Ter- 
minal Association. It also includes the 
Weal phases of the Terminal's control of 
bridges and the ferries, Councilmen 

and Marks advising that the gov- 
@rnment be urged to break the monopoly if 
the Terminal refuses to acoept the amend- 
ments reported. 

The most thorough report was that of 
Counciiman Gibson, chairman of the com- 
mittee. ‘Councilman Marks concurred in 

except as regards money compensation 

the seduction of the raf's on coal. 

r.“X}ibson believed the acceptance of 
the proposed amendments by the Terminal 
would be sufficlent.compensation and ad- 
vised that no money payment be required. 
Dr. Marks recommended that a money 
vompensation also be required. 

Mr. Gibson's amendments provide for a

W. C. Lamping & Co., Brokers for 
Cleage, Embarrassed by Heavy 
Selling of July Wheat.

WILL PAY DOLLAR FOR DOLLAR. 


Deliveries of Cash Wheat on Top of 
Heavy Sales of July Imposed Too 
Great a Strain on the Firm. 


The dumping of millions of bushels of 
uly wheat today, largely for Thomas A. 
Cleage, following a decline of over 10 cents 
since Friday. and the consequent calls for 
margins, coupled with the delivery of con- 
siderable cash wheat, resulted in W. C. 
Lamping & Co., a firm which has been 
acting as brokers for Cleage, 
meet margin calls. 

William C. Lamping said that he had 
not been able to meet all the margin calls 
because Cleage had not met the margin calls 
which the Lamping firm had made on him. 
He declared, however, that the firm would 
pay dollar for dollar. 


Cleage Met 
Other Calls. 


John. Thyeon of the John ‘Thyson Com- 
mission Co., the principal brokers for 
Cleage, said all. margin calls on his house 
had been met and all cash wheat paid for 
and the firm was in good shape. The firm 
had taken $10,000 cash wheat off the hands 
of Lamping. 

Med Johnson of “rice & Co. said that 
firm did not handle much of Cleage’s Pusi- 
ness, but that all the calls made on them 
had been met. The calls for martins on 
September wheat have all been met by 
Lamping. 

The recent rise in wheat began April 165. 
It went up from 66 to 87 for July, reaching. 
the crest last Friday. 

Firm Will 
Pay Out. 

The highest reached for September was 
82%. The decline has been over 10 cents 
for July and 8 cents for September. Dur- 
ing the advance Cleage was an enormous 
buyer. 

The advance started on legitimate condi- 
tions, supply and demand, the crop, 
was carried on by very extensive specu- 
lative dealings.

Doesn’t Talk 
Like Englishman. 
You are quick to notice that, in answer- 
ing your first question, Barrington did not 


icans talk like Englishmen. You were quick 
to observe, too, that the man was being 
polite to you. 

‘How do you feel about your case?’ 

Barrington leans forward until his head 
almost touches the grating. He smiles.

In answer Barrington shrugs his shoul- 
ders just a. little and says: 

“I leave that with you, sir. I leave that 
entirely with you.” 

Then he looks around at his lounging 
jJailmates and remarks in low tones: 

“We have to enduah these things.” 

Nothing you can ask him or say to him 
arouses him from that perfect, practiced 
composure. He seems, too, to make an at- 
tempt to be careful tn his choice of words, 
even though he speaks so rapidly; but this 
is perhaps a false impression one gets of 
him, for, Judging by what he says, caution 
is not ordinarily one of his attributes.

Only Parlor Talk 
From Barrington. 


Having studied him now, and having 
heard him talk, would you say Barrington 
was ever associated with aristocratic peo- 
ple? 

His talk is all parlor talk. His self con- 
trol is never remiss. He keeps up appear- 
ances all the time. He feels his tie to 
gee if it is straight. He does not cling to 
the grating; but maintains his dignity, 
keeping his hands crossed on his back. His 
nails are well kept. His hair is combed. 

There is an undeniable something about 
him that suggests the drawing room. 
Doubtless he has been there. His fine 
phrases and little niceties of speech could 
not have been picked up except in the 
parlor. 

Considering all this, you are reminded of 
the personal attributes of the man Barton, 
the English criminal, who was supposed 
to have some hand in the death of an Eng- 
lish officer he- served as valet. Barton 
was an apt student in that etiquette which 
surrounded his master. He absorbed it to 
such good service that his employer made 
him almost his friend and é€qual. 

Barrington’s hobby is the English army. 
He would have made a star man in the 
front hall—low salaming, bowing, scraping, 
the right word at the right time, just the 
right time for this and that curtesy—who 
could thave equaled Barton at all this but 
the man Barrington, locked up at the Clay- 
ton jail? 

In a quiet way Barrington causes it to 
be understood that, whatever else he may 
be, he is the superior of those around him 
in the matter of brains. 

“Will you let me have the daily papers, 
sirs"’ he asked of the deputy. 

‘No, -you can’t have them. The sheriff 
gave us orders.”’ 

‘“‘Doesn’t he know he is denying me my 
constitutional right? It is absurd to talk 
of refusing a prisoner the daily papers, ex- 
cept he be convicted. Doesn't the sheriff 
know that, sir?’’ 


The Astounding 
Side of the Man. 


But none of these things constitute the 
astounding side of Barrington. It is ex- 
hibited in other ways. You see it when 
McCann's brother faces him in the fail 
and Barrington, in response to that state- 
ment: ‘“‘Here is McCann's brother,’ looks 
up without betraying even the slightest in- 
terest. 

You see it again when, trapped in one 
of his falsehoods, he admits that he lied, 
but does it unblushing, unblinking, not 
even showing sufficient embarrassment to 
laugh. 

You see it again when, faced by the 
murdered man’s brother-in-law and assured 
that there remains,not a possible doubt 
that the body of McCann has been found, 
Barrington says he doesn’t believe the 
body is that of McCann. 

Why shouldn't he believe it? Does he 
presume that all mankind is like him- 
self—without regard for the truth? 

You would believe thie if you spent a day 
around Barrington. He is not capable of 
agitation; he has no shame; he does not 
believe there is any such thing as truth. 

When he was taken to police headquarters 
he slipped McCann's watch under the 
cushion of the seat When asked how it 
got there he said he did not know. Could 
anything be more purposeless than a false- 
hood like that? No one but Barrington 
could have put it there. Any degree of in- 
telligence would enable the police to know 
that Barrington put it there. Yet he in- 
sisted he did not know how it got there. 

That is Barrington, out and out. He telle 
a talsehood one minute, and the next min- 
ute admits that he lied. He seems per- 
fectly content to pass the time inventing 
new etories and recanting his old ones. 
His imagination is more fertile than 
Aesop's. 

No one would be surprised if Barrington's 
falsehoods served an end or looked like they 
might be made to serve one. But the most 
of them are purposeless. He seems to tell 
them for sheer sake of telling. There is 
nothing he does not presume to be, nothing 
he does not claim to know. He has seen 
everything and has been everywhere. Yet, 
when an Englishman walked into the jail 
Monday afternoon and asked him t~ de- 
scribe certain places in India.

None but a stoic could have done what 
Barrington did at the scene of the mur- 
afternoon. when he stooped 


with his finger and remarked, critically: 

“No, I can't believe this is McCann.” 

Men are not handled with gloves in jail. 
It is the quickest place in the world for 
sensitive nature to rebel. But Barrington 
is like a sponge. He absorbs everything 
and returns nothing. Swear at him, and 
he only protests against the use of such 
rude language. You could kick him and 
flout him in and out of his cell and Bar- 
rington would take it all, never failing to 
be polite. 

Isn't it hard to believe that a dough man 
like this coukd have murdered a man at 
midnight and have worked hours with the 
body, under circumstances and amid sur- 
roundings where the heart of a brave man 
would Have burst with fear? 


Barrington Makes No 

Friends Through the Bars. 

Barrington excites no sympathy in the 
hearts ‘of those who visit him. His de- 
meanor is not the. sort that begets com- 
miseration. No one thing could be more 
unlike another than Barrington’s nature 
is unlike that of Cole Younger. The 
writer saw Younger in the Stillwater prison. 
It was just at the time when thousands of 
men, who, talking with Cole through the 
bars of his cell, that moment became his 
friemds, were making their fight for his 
freedom. Men went to see Younger out 
of curiosity. They hardly knew what to 
expect; Dut what they found was a per- 
sonality stronger than theirs, having around 
it a certain aura of manliness that few 
men could resist. Younger never whim- 
pered. He simply said: “I'm getting my 
deserts.”’ 

How different is Barrington. He whines 
about food. He whimpers his innocence. 
He expresses his trepidation lest he be 


nate in nature and disposition, and there 
is «no trace of manliness in him.

Barrington says he was well educated. 
The writer does not believe it. But he does 
believe that Barrington is one of those re- 
ceptive characters, who absorb a little of 
everything with which they came in con- 
tact.

Northern Securities case be followed and 
the United States government asked to 
diseolve the Terminal Railroad Associa- 
tion under the Sherman anti-trust law. 

“In the opinion of the undersigned,” said 
Mr. Gibson's report, “the city of St. Louis 
has a clear remedy to free itself from any 
intolerable monopoly which the terminal 
association might otherwise impose on its 
trade and commerce. 

“In the event that it deemed advisable 
to preceed against the Terminal Associa- 
tion for a violation of the Sherman anti- 
trust law, it is suggested as the most ef- 
fective way to secure action by the federal 
authorities that a joint resolution be 
passed by the municipal assembly directed 
to the President of the United States call- 
ing his attention to the facts and viola- 
tion of the law. If the attention of the 
chief executive is thus called in an of- 
ficial way and by the lawmaking body 
representing the city of St. Louis, it is be- 
lieved it will not go unheeded.”’ 


Northern Securities 


Case Is Precedent. 

The report refers to the action of Gov. 
Vansant of Minnesota, who after investi- 
gating the’ Northern Securities Co., which 
had made a combination of competing rail- 
road systems in his state, called the at- 
tention of the President of the United 
States to the condition and thé result 
was the federal action which destroyed the 
company. 

St. Louls, the report argues, can do the 
same thing. 

The similarity between the. Northern Se- 
curities case and that presented by the 
Terminal Railroad Association is very 
close, according to the report. It is clear, 
the present report says, that the Terminal 
Association hus violated the Sherman anti- 
trust law both in its consolidation of the 
bridges and in {ts control of the Wiggins 
Ferry Co. 

The letter of President Walsh of the 
Terminal and the circular of J. P. Mor- 
gan & Co., explaining the way in 
which the Terminal controls the bridges 
and the ferry company, are quoted as 
“strong presumptive evidence that the Ter- 
minal has violated the anti-trust law.” 

As further proof of the Terminal's vio- 
lation, the opinion of United States Judge 
Thayer in the Northern Securities case is 
quoted as follows: 

“The scheme which was thus devised and 
consummated led inevitably to the following 
results: 

‘1. I placed the control of the two roads 
in the hands of a single person, to wit 
the securities company. by virtue of its 
ownership of a large part of the stock of 
both companies. 

‘2. It destraped every motive for com- 
petition between two roads engaged in an 
interstate traffic which were natural com- 
petitors for business. s © © That is to 
eay, by what has been done the power 
has been acquired (and provision made for 
maintaining it) to suppress competition be- 
twoen two interstate carriers who own 
ana operate competing and parallel lines 
of railroad.

Clark Griffith failed to come under 
class 16 of pitchers in his exhibition yester- 
day. 

Another twirler will be sent to the line by 
the New Yorks today, and his name prom- 
ises no fatty accumulation in the percentage 
of the Browns—Tannehill is his name. 

For St. Louis—but what’s the use? What 
matters it whether Billy Sudhoff or Billy 
Shakspeare goes to the box? For every 
foot the pitcher pulls the Browns out of 
the well, frog-like they fall back two. 

It is Ed Sievers’ turn to face the inevi- 
table, but Manager McAleer hates to take 
away the courage of the comparatively 
new and ambitious man by shunting him 
up against a sure-thing defeat. It is prob- 
able that Powell or Donahue, who are more 
used to the experience, will be sent to 
the front. 

A sensation may be sprung at Sports- 
man’s Park this. afternoon. Dr. Will 
Knott Hitt, inventor of the famous Hitt 
duplex, self-acting, safety bat, guaranteed 
to produce singles, douMes, safe bunts and 
other necessaries of baseball games at the 
will of the operator, claims willful negli- 
gence on the part of the management of 
the Browns and threatens to institute 
damage proceedings against the American 
League club. 


Made a Contract 
to Down New York. 


Mr. Hitt claims he entered into a con- 
tract with the Browns management ac- 
cording to which he guaranteed that the 
home team would beat the New Yorks with 
the aid of his sure patent bat. The Browns 
were to employ it during the game, and if 
it proved a success were to purchase the 
same from him at a figure to be revealed 
during the proceedings to come. 

The Browns lost, but, according to Dr. 
Hitt, it was not the fault of his bat, which 
he claims was not brought into use at all 
by the Browns, but on the other hand, was 
in possession of the New Yorks and won 
the game for them. 

According to Hitt’s story, the messenger 
whom McAleer sent after the bat, got the 
teams mixed up on the field and put the 
instrument in the pile of New York leather 
basters. 

The latter knew nothing about its vir- 
tues. Jimmy Williams happened to no- 
tice it, and observing that it was a stran- 
ger in their midst asked whom the pro- 
prietor might be. Nobody claimed it, 
and James appropriated the article. 

James’ normal batting average is about 
.276, or one-fourth of one home run, with 
a trifle over to allow for over-running 
first base. When he therefore cracked 
out a four-bagger and won the game 
the virtue of the instrument can readily 
be understood. It increased Williams’ 
effectiveness several times. 

Williams became so enamored of the 
magic bat that he immediately stashed 
it. Fearing to call attention to it until 
out of the cly, he did not use it after 
making his “homer” which won the 
game, and now has the article in his pos- 
session. 


Need More Than a Sure- 
Thing Bat to Win. 


Dr. Hitt claims that the Browns are re- 
sponsible for its loss and also to the dam- 
age done his reputation as the inventor of 
a sure-thing bat, and hopes to be able to 
recover on the charges. 

Another theory is out to the effect that 
the Bruwns were unable to hit the ball, 
even though they employed a bat that 
couldn't lose, and that Mr. Hitt will sue 
on the ground of incompetent handling of 
his patent. 

At any rate, the Hitt patent bat !s lost 
to the Browns for good, so are six straight 
games, the one yesterday putting another 
blot on the escutcheon of the Browns. 

For a time it appeared that Sudhoff was 
strong enough to overcome the handicap of 
the Hitt batin Willlams’ hands. With the 
one run of the enemy w®, he held the club 
to ciphers until the eighth inning. The 
Browns in the meantime had tallied a tie- 
ing run on a double by Anderson and a 
single by Wallace.

POSSE OF WOMEN 
PURSUES ROBBERS 


Gave Hot Pursuit to Men Who 
Snatched Miss McCreight’s 
Handbag at Glendale. 


CHILDREN JOINED IN CHASE 


Robbers, to Stop the Pursuit, Dropped 
the Papers Which the Women 
Were Trying to Recover. 


A grandmother, a maiden lady, a wife 
and half a dozen little children formed a 
hastily organized posse which so hotly 
pursued two robbers in Glendale that the 
thieves dropped their booty in full flight 
to stop the chase, which was becoming too 
stern. 

As Miss Cora J. McCreight was passing 
on the main street of Glendale on her way 
to the Suburban car, two men snatched her 
shopping bag out of her hand and ran to- 
ward the railroad track. 

Miss MoCreight did not hand her prop- 
erty meekly over at the robbers’ first de- 
mand, but fought them off as long as her 
strength held out, screaming loudly for as- 
sistance. 

When the men finally tore the bag from 
her hand and tried to get away, Miss Mc- 
Creight did not wait to see if anyone was 
coming to aid her, but set out on a run in 
pursuit of the highwaymen. 

The robbery occurred on the main street, 
in front of the homes of George S. Myers 
of the —aeepett & Meyers Tobacco Co. and 
Wallace mmons of the Simmons Hard- 
ware Co 

It was 10 o'clock in the morning and all 
the male residents had gone to their places 
of business. Not a man was left in the 
town except a stray gardener or hostler 
here and there. But though she knew that 
no male aid was likely to come. Miss Mc- 
Creight kept up her chase of the robbers. 

Mrs. Frederick J. Wickenden heard the 
shouts of Miss McCreight and called from 
@& second-story window to find out what 
was the meaning of the chase. 

Miss McCreight did not stop to explain, 
but pointed dramtically at the fleeing ones 


ahead. 

Mrs. Wickenden grabbed her husband’s 
revolver from a top bureau drawer and 
joined in the pursuit. Several little girls 
srom 8 to 10 years old joined in the pur- 


Woods Did Not 
Stop the Pursuers. 


After crossing the railway tracks, a 
quarter of a mile away, the robbers turned 
to the east and entered a tract of wood- 
land thickly overgrown with weeds and 
underbrush. Valiantly the feminine posse 


preseed on, the children yelling and the 
women breathing hard but undaunted. 

In the shopping bag which the robbers 
took was an bankbook, valuable papers 
pertaining to the estate of Miss McCreight's 
sister and some deeds to real estate. All 
Miss MoCreight's property was involved 
and she kept in the lead. 

At a small clearing in the woods a wom- 
an 60 years old, whose name was not 
learned, joined in the chase, in spite of the 
cries of her young grandson, ‘whom she 
unceremoniously dropped in front of the 
cottage door. 

More to scare the robbers and to at- 
tract attention than with any hope of hit- 
ting them, Mrs. Wickenden fired five shots 
from the revolver which she carried, and 
her bravery was rewarded by seeing the 
robbers = some of the pagese. Miss Mc- 
Creight picked these up thout a break 
in her stride, much as the cowboy picks 
up his hat from his saddle. One was the 
bankbook, but the pursuit was kept up. 

One by one the other pers were dropped 
and gathered in by las McCreight, who 
was a veritable Atalanta in this race with 
the classical positions of the contestants 
reversed, 

Finally the last paper was recovered and 
Miss McCreight sank exhausted beside the 
bole of a huge tree and looked over the 
pupers. 

ot one was missing or damaged, and 
all the participants in the strange chase 
began to congratulate Miss McCreight on 
her plucky run, after being tired out by 
her struggle with the robbers before the 
race began. 

Almost a mile and a half, the latter part 
through excetdingly rough going, had been 
covered in the race. The elderly woman 
who had come in on the last lap in- 
vited the party to her cottage for a cup 
of tea, but this offers was declined, and 
the party made its way slowly back 
through the woods to the main traveled 
road, where Miss McCreight embarked on 
the trolley car for the trust company 
whose safety deposit vault had all but 
yawned in vain for the valuables. 

All the robbers got was $3.50 from Miss 
McCreight’s pocketbook.

285 DEAD WN 
THE WYOMING 
MINE DISASTER 


Some of the Survivors Driven Insane 
by Their Peril and Fought Like 
Demons With Their Rescuers. 


THE DEAD WERE SEARED 
BY THE FIERCE FLAMES 


Great Timbers at the Shaft’s Mouth 
Were Hurled High Over the Town 


» by the Force of the Explosion. 


HANNA, Wryo., July 1—Of 282 men who 
went into the Union Pacific Coal Co.'s No. 
1 mine yesterday morning 2% were killed by 
the explosion of black damp that occurred 
at 10:30 yesterday. Most of the dead are 
Finlanders and negroes. 

Members of the rescuing parties tell of 
pitiful scenes about the seventeenth level, 
as deep as it has been possible to penetrate. 
Some of the survivors were driven ingane 
and fought like fiends against the rescuers. 
Dazed, listless survivors were found sitting 
on cars or lying on the floor, careless of 
whether they lived or died. Near the sev- 
enteenth level twenty bodies were found 
strewn over a pile of debris which the men 
had striven to surmount before overcome 
by the deadly fumes. Some were seared 
und blackened by flames, but all had died 
crawling toward fresh air. The eleven res- 
cuers who penetrated this far were too 
weak to bring out a body. For hours the 
scene at the mouth of the level was heart- 
moving. With clothes and hair awry, 
mothers, wives, sweethearts and children 
huddled together, weeping and wringing 
their hands. Many sat on shattered tim- 
bers blown from the mine's mouth, insen- 
sible to their surroundings. The most fran- 
tio pressed to the edge of the gap and 
tried to force a way into the slope 
An expert who went almost to the sev- 
enteenth level says the mine cannot pos- 
sibly be cleared for a month. It is feared 
that men in the lower levels were torn to 
pieces by the explosion. Great timbers 
were hurled high over the town and 1700 
feet beyond the mouth of the slope. Among 
the dead is Alfred Hapgood, who turned the 
first shovel of dirt in starting the slope. 
The fire bosses who had reported all safe 
before working time yesterday met death 
while making a second inspection.

UYER WILL NOT 
ATTACK TERMINAL 


Says He Will Await Instructions 
From His Superiors at 
Washington. 


United States District Attorney D. P. 
Dyer told the Post-Dispatch Wednesday 
that he had no authority to take the initia- 
tive in a proceeding against the Terminal 
Rallroad Association under the Sherman 
anti-trust law. . 
“I cannot and shall not take action in 
this matter until I am instructed to through 
the proper channel,” said Col. Dyer. “I 
have no authority to make an investigation, 
I cannot summon witnesses or gather tes- 
timony except in court and before the 
grandjury 

“My instructions in this matter come 
from the department of justice in Wash- 
ington. The investigations are made there 
and I shall do whatever I am instructed 
to do by the department. 

“kurthermore the Interstate Commerce 
Commission has authority.9n such cases. 
It is a proper body with which oo make 
any charges against the Terminal Asso- 
ciation it has power to summon  wit- 
nesses and get at the facts in the case. 

“In the Northern Securities case the In- 
terstate Commerce Commission first made 
an investigation and the facts ascertained 
were laid before the attorney-general. He 
gave his opinion that action was war- 
ranted and the suit was then brought. 

“That is the proper way to go at the 
matter. As for me, I say that I can do 
nothing until instructed. When the matter 
is presented to the attorney-general he 
would probably call on me for a report 
and court proceedings decided on would 
be instituted here. 

“As for the investigation that the war 
department is making, | have nothing to 
do with that now. The war department 
has ordered its representative here to 
make a report. The department of justice 
has not been called In. 

‘“] shall do nothing except as it comes 
to me in the regular channel, but when 
it does come I shall act.’’

GEORGE 1. MURPHY, 
EDUCATOR, 15 DEAD 


He Was Assistant Superintendent of 
the St. Louis Public 


GEORGE T. MURPHY. 


George Thomas Murphy, assistant super- 
intendent of the St. Louis public schools, 
died of cancer at his residence, 4946 Berlin 
avenue, Tuesday night. He was 56 years 
old. 

Mr. Murphy was widely Known in educa- 
tional circles, having been connected with 
the public schools in various official ca- 
pacities since 1870. He had filled the posi- 
tion which he held at his death since 1899. 

The father of the deceased was Maj. 
Thomas Murphy, who lived on a farm in 
St. Louis County when his son, George 
Thomas, was born on March 50, 1847. The 
boy lived on the farm and was educated 
in the county and _ city public schools. 
Later he completed the academic course at 
the Old City University. 

Mr. Murphy's initial venture in teaching 
was at the Gratiot School, which was then 

one-room building in the woody belt, 
iater transformed into Forest Park. in 
isjz Mr. Murphy was eléeted superintend- 
ent of the St. Louis County public schools 
and his efficient service was soon after re- 
warded with tne position of commissioner 
of county schools. Under superintendent EK. 
H. Long, in 189%, Mr. Murphy became as- 
sistant superintendent of tne. St. Louis 
public schools. 

Mr. Murphy was a most interested work- 
er in his piofession. He was the father 
of the St. Louis Teachers’ Benevolent As- 
sociation, the organization ef which was 
one of the pet scaemes of his life. He al- 
ways attended national educational con- 
ventions when possible and was conse- 
quently well known among educators in 
all parts of the country. During his life 
he held presidencies of the St. Louis County 
Teachers’ Institute, the St. Louis Society 
of Pedagogy and the Missouri branch of 
the National Educational Association. 

Masons will conduct the funeral ser- 
vices, wRich are to be eld Thursday ,at 
3 o'clock from the residence, and the in- 
terment will be at Bellfontaine. A great 
many teachers and othe.s connected with 
the public schools will attend.

“Il came to St. Louis from St. Joseph, 
Mo., about two years ago. I had lived 
in St. Joseph all my life, but shortly be- 
fore I came here my husband, John Lewis, 
caine to St. Louis to work. He was a 
stone moulder. Shortly after he reached 
St. Louts he became sick, and I came here 
to be with him. Soon he died. He left 
me some money. with which I supported 
myself for a year, at the same time doin 
work about the hotel where I stayed. | 
dun't remember the name of that hotel. 
When my money ran out I was turned 
out in the street. 

“All my children are dead, and the only 
relative I have is a cousin, named Mack 
Hazzard. who lives in St. Joseph.
